— The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the ‘NAO SENA MEDAL/NAVY MEDAL’ to the 
undermentioned personnel for acts of exceptional devotion to 
duty or courage: 

1. Commander KEKl PESTONJI (00398 B) 

Indian Navy, 

In August, 1978, Commander Kcki Pestonji was in com- 
mand of INS Betwa. The ship was ordered to render assist- 
ance to MV Nand Mayur which was stranded off Vengurla 
Rocks, Despite the fact that INS Betwa was putting out to 
sea for the first time after a complete refit and the crew of the 
ship had no period of work un the ship proceeded immediately 
for the salvage operation. The sea and weather conditons 
were extremely adverse. On arrival at the site, Commander 
Pestonji notic^ that the stricken merchant ship had stranded 
into a navigationally hhzardous area. Umleterrcd he mano- 
euvred his ship towards the stranded vessel and prepared to 
take it tow, IDespite adverse! weather and hazardou-s sea con- 
ditions, the ship was successfully towed safely to the Goa 
harbour. 

In this operation. Commander Kcki Pcstongji displayed 
professional skill, determination and devotion to duty of an 
exceptional order. 

2. Lieutenant Commander JASMEL SINGH GILL 
(00403 R) Indian Navy. 

Lieutenant Commander Jasmcl Singh Gill was commis- 
sioned in the Indian Navy in January, 1980. He is a qualifleri 
Mine Warfare and Clearance Diving Officer. He has held 
important appointments of Oflicer-in-(iharge Command Clear- 
ance Diving Team and Command Diving Officer. 

The Air India Boeing 747 ‘Emperor Ashoka’ crashed into 
the sea off Bombay on 1st January, 1978. Lieutenant Com- 
mander Gill was deputed as over-all incharge of the diving 
and slavage operations off Bandra Point from 5th to 24th 
January. 1978. The muddy and silted seabed, the strong 
coastal current, the tidal stream and strong winds had made 
the operation for locating the wreckage of the aircraft salvag- 
ing its various parts and vital items, extremely difficult and 
risky. Lieutenant Commander Gill planned the operation and 
executed it successfully. 

Lieutenant Commander Jasmel Singh Gill thus displayed 
leadership, determination and devotion to duty of an excep- 
tional order. 

3. Lieutenant Commander SAMIR KUMAR BANERJEE 
(005.S7 B), Indian Navy. 

Lieutenant Commander Samir Kumar Banerjee was com- 
missioned in the Navy in October, 1964. Later, he joined the 
naval aviation cadre and after successfully completing his fly- 
ing training, he commendably served in various air squadrons 
in the Navy. 

On 11th February, 1976, he took over the command of 321 
Indian Naval Air ^uadron. During the following two years 
of his command, he was engaged in extensive operational fly- 
ing and cornpleted over 383 hours of accident free flying on 
various missions under adverse and difficult weather conditions. 
He was largely responsible for the search and salvage of Alize 
208 when it crashed neai’ a hill feature on an unapproach- 
able rock face, 200 feet below the summit. He undertook the 
salvage operations under extremely hazardous conditions from 
an improvised helipad on top of the 2000 feet high hill feature 
near the cra.sh site, and successfully accomplished all landings 
aj^ take offs under turbulant and changing weather conditions. 
His performance as a Squadron Commander was exemplary 
and inspired confidence among the young aviators under him. 

Lieutenant Commander Samir Kumar Banerjee thus dis- 
played professional skill, leadership and devotion to duty of 
an exceptional order. 

4. Lieutenant Commander SHARAD SHRIDHAR DEO- 
DHAR (00626 Y), Indian Navy, 

Lieutenant Commander Sharad Shridhar Deodhar was 
commissioned in the Indian Navy in April, 1965. He was 
Ofliccr-in-Chwge of the Naval Contingent detailed for the 
rescue operations in Anakapalli area of Andhra Pradesh w'hich 


was ravaged by the- cyclone and tidal waves on the night of 
19th/2(>th November, 1977. During the rescue and relief 
operations, he personally made several trips across the 
dangerous flooded Sarda river and visited a number of water- 
logged colonies and houses. He also personally rescued 
eighteen marooned persons and also distributed food to a 
large number of grief stricken villagers. During these rescue 
operations, he worked long hours with single minded determi- 
nation, without caring for the risk involved. 

In this action. Lieutenant Commander Sharad Shridhar Deo- 
dhar displayed courage, determination and devotion to duty 
of an exceptional order. 

5. Acting Lieutenant Commander KUTTOLAMADA- 
THII. MATHEW THOMAS (00999 W), Indian Navy. 

Acting Lieutenant Commander Kuttolamadathil Mathew 
Thomas was commissioned in the Indian Navy in January, 
1969. Later he joined the aviation branch and qualified as a 
helicopter nilot. He is an experienced Staking Pilot with 1140 
hours of flying to his credit. 

On the night of 29th June, 1978, Lieutenant Thomas wa.s 
flying soaking 505 on a height dunking mission. The weather 
was marginal with patches of rain over the sea and large 
thunder storm clouds all around. After thirty minutes of 
flying, the officer was informed by his navigator that a major 
oil leak had developed from the main gear box and that oil 
was cascading into the crew compartment in a most frighten- 
ing manner. He quickly transitted out and set course back 
to the ship. While transitting, the oil leak increased and the 
warning captions came on, as the oil pressure dropped to zero. 
Even though, he still had some distance to go to reach the 
carrier, he resolutely continued his approach in a calm' anti 
efficient manner, knowing fully well that the Main Gear Box 
could seize any moment. By his exceptional ability and single 
minded purpose, he brought back his aircraft, landed it safely 
on board while he could have ditched the aircraft in an attempt 
to save his life, and thereby saved a costly aircraft and four 
valuable lives. 

In this action Acting Lieutenant Commander Kuttolamada- 
thil Mathew Thomas displayed exemplary courage, profes- 
sional skill and devotion to duty of an exceptional order. 

6. Lieutenant RAGHAVANSH KUMAR SHARMA 
(00947 A), Indian Navy. 

Lieutenant Raghavansh Kumar Sharma joined the Indian 
Navy as a Sub-Lieutenant in November, 1968. He is a quali- 
fied Clearance Diver. On 28th January, 1978, he was deputed 
as the leader of the Naval diving team to undertake prelimi- 
nary reconnaissance and clearance operation at the Nagaijuna- 
sagar Hydcl Complex, which had come to a halt after three 
days operational trials as the runner of the hydel unit got 
fouled by the heavy scrap iron material left behind in the pit. 

The diving operations had to be conducted under extremely 
h.Tzardous conditions at 180 feet depth. The location of the 
dam being 575 feet above sea level, the operation also involved 
the risk of decompression sickness. Undeterred by these risks. 
Lieutenant Sharma was the first to go down under the pen- 
stock gate for assessing the situation. Thereafter, during (he 
26-day operation, he dived several times and infused confi- 
dence in his diving team by personal example. His dedicated 
effort resulted in an early and successful completion of the 
hazardous task. 

In this operation. Lieutenant Raghvansh Kumar Sharma dis- 
played exemplary courage, leadership, professional skill and 
devotion to duty of an exceptional order. 

7. Lieutenant BOLA RADHAKRISHNA RAO (01249N), 
Indian Navy. 

Lieutenant Bola Radhakrishma Rao was commissioned in 
the Indian Navy in July, 1972. On 1st January, 1978, when 
the Air Indian Boeing 747 ‘Emperor Ashoka’ crashed into the 
sea off Bombay, INS Nashak, with lieutenant Bola Radha- 
krishna Rao in command, was detailed for the search and sal- 
vage of the wreckage of the aircraft. 

Despite the very short notice, he immediately proceeded with 
his sliip to the crash site. In addition to this search and 
rescue operation, his ship had to carry out the task of bring^n - 
ashore the floating dead bodies, most of them in a highl\ 
decomposed and mutilated state. He inspired his men to 
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undertake this onerous task, with a high sense of duty. As a 
result, over 80 dead bodies were brought ashore within the 
ne^t six days despite adverse weather conditions. 

In this operation Lieutenant Bola Radhakrishiia Rao dis 
played exemplary determination, leadership and devotion to 
dtity of aiii exceptional order. 

8. Tdeutenant VTJ.AY KUMAR SINGH CHANDELE 
(Ol^lO A), Indian Navy. 

Lieutenant Vijav Kumar Singh Chandele was commissioned 
in the Indian Navy in July, 1972, and qualified as a Clearance 
Diver in the Navy in September, 1975. He was deputed to 
locate and s;dvage the Air India Boeing 747 ‘Emperor 
Ashoka’ which had crashed off Bombay on 1st January, 1978 
During the three weeks of diving operations undertaken to 
locate the wreckage and salvage various parts of the ill-fated 
plane, he vrorked for over 12 hours, each day, under extremely 
hazardous conditions, It was primarily due to the dedicated 
efforts antil inspiring Icadci-ship of Lieutenant Chandele that 
the divers were able to recover the ‘Black Boxes' which were 
required to analyse the cause of the accident. 

In this operation. Lieutenant Vijay Kumar Chandele dis- 
played exemplary determination, leadership and devotion to 
duty of an excepitonal order, ^ 

9. Gcutenant PRADEEP DIXIT (01442 A), 

Indian Navy. 

IJeutenant Pradeep Dixit was commissioned in the Navy 
in December, 1972. In November, 1977, he was detailed as 
Senior Pilot of a helicopter for relief and rescue operations 
in the flood stricken areas of Anakapalli in Andhra Pradesh. 
He flew several sorties between 0630 hours and 1735 hours, 
every day, from 21st to 23rd November, 1977. As Senior 
pilot, he ensured the smooth turn-round of the aircraft for 
quick loading of relief provisions and fuel. Despite flying 
for long durations over difficult terrain in poor visibility and 
under extremely adverse weather conditions, be maintained, 
because of his piloting skill, high precision in food dropping 
in Isolated hutments and water-lodged villages. 


the divers as the dam was located at 575 feet above sea level. 
Undeterred by these hazards, Seaman Khuspe undertook 
repeated dives throughout the 26 day operation and completed 
the task entrusted to him.

Seaman Jagmal Singh joined the Navy as a Seaman Boy in 
April, 1968. He later become a clearance diver, second cIms 
by qualifying, with credit, in the Class III and Class II specia- 
list courses, at a very young age. He was detailed as one of 
the members of the Naval salvage team when the Cochid 
Port Trust dredger 'Lord Willingdon’ had sunk off the mouth 
of Cochin harbour, The diving and salvage operations which 
consist^ of systematic controlled blasting to cut up the sunken 
vessel and thereafter lifting the cut up sections with fhc help 
of a floating crane and heavy slings, were conducted during 
March, 1978. Seaman Jagmal Singh was entrusted with and 
completed the task of diving inside the mangled mass of steel 
wreckage and cleared the sling wires, under the most hazar- 
dous conditions of strong tidal currents, rough seas and poor 
visibility. 

In this operation, Seaman Jagmal Singh displayed exemplary 
courage, determination, professional skill and devotion to duty 
of an exceptional order. 

13. SARDUH SINGH, Seaman, First Class 
(Clearance Diver 111) (95432), 

Indian Navy. 

Seaman Sardul Singh joined the Navy in December, 1968 
and qualified in Clearance Diving. 


In this operation. Lieutenant Pradeep Dixit displayed high 
profe.ssional skill, determination and devotion to duty of an 
exceptional order. 

10. RAM BILASH SING.H. Shipwright Artificer-TH 
(51.528), Indian Navy. 

Shipwright Artificer Ram Bilash Singh was a member of 
the Naval Detachment which was assigned the task of cyclone 
relief operations in Anakapalli and Yellamanchalli Taluks in 
Andhra Pradesh from 21st to 23rd November, 1977. During 
the operations, he volunteered as a crew of a Gemini Craft. 
Although this was beyond the call of his normal duty, he 
made several trips at night, under dangerous conditions, across 
the Sarda river which was in spate. On 23rd November, 1977, 
he took indej^ndent charge of the Gemini Craft and made a 
number of trips across the fast flowing river near SbmavaramI 
village and distributed over 800 Kilograms of rice to totally 
isolated and wafer-logged villages of Ganaparti, CLiachikenda 
and Jogaroapetta. He also rescued five marooned villagers, 
at great risk to himself and evacuated them to a safe place in 
hLs Gemini Craft. 

In this action. Shipwright Artificer Ram Bilash Singh dis- 
played exemplary courage, professional skill, determination and 
devotion lo duty of an exceptional order. 

11. GAJANAN DNYANU KHUSPE. .Seaman First Class 
(Clearance Diver 2nd Class), (.54944), 

Indian Navy. 

Seaman Gajanan Dnyanu Khuspe joineil the Indian Navy 
in January, 1969. He is a qualified Clearance Diver 2nd Oass. 

On 28th JanuaiT, 1978, due to the runner of the hydcl unit 
getting fouled with heavy scrap iron material left in the pit, 
the electricity generation work at the Nagarjunasagar Dam 
came to a halt only after three days of full load operational 
trials. Seaman Khuspe was deputed as a member of the naval 
diving team to undertaken reconnaissance and dearancr opera- 
tion at the Dam. Diving at a depth of 180 feet was an ex- 
tremely hazardious task due to suction and under-water foul- 
ing. There was also the risk of decompression sickness fbr 


After the crash of the Air India Boeing 747 ‘Emperor 
Ashiokn’ off Bombay on 1st January, 1978, Sardul Singh was 
detailed as a member of the diving team for locating the 
wreckage of the ill-fated aircraft. He cai-ried out several 
dives throughout this hazardous salvage operation. On 23rd 
and 24th July, 1978, he was directed to S' arch the place where 
one of the two ‘Black Boxes’ the Cockpit 'Voice Record was 
expected to have been! buried under the debris. His ceaseless 
and determined efforts in poor underwater visibility throunb 
the jagged edges of the wreckage of the aircraft, ultimately 
resulted in locating the vital part. 

In this operation. Seaman Sardul Singh displayed exemplary 
courage, determination and devotion to duty of an exceptional 
order. 


14. DARSHAN SINGH, Seaman First Class 
(Under Water Controller 3rd Class) (202393), 
Indian Navy,

C.P.O. Dewan 
Singh was detailed as the Chief Diver of the diving contingent 
from 1st January to 26th January, 1978. The sea at the site 
of the crash was very rough and diving under conditions of 
poor visibility through jagged edges of the wreckage of the 
aircraft was an extremely hazardous task. He worked under 
those trying conditions and ultirnately his personal efforts were 
responsible for the success in recovering the Digital Flight 
Data Recorder and the Cockpit Voice Recorder, which were 
essential for analysing the cause of the accident.
